BORNE ON THE SUMMER BREEZE 
THROUGHOUT THE LAND.

J o h n s t o w n (Pa.), June 5th.—T he gray 
m ists had scarcely risen from the hills this 
m orning when 


A THOUSAND FUNERALS 
W ere coursing their green sides. 
There 
were no hearses, few mourners and as little 
solem nity as form ality. 
Instead of six 
pall-bearers to one coffin, there were gen­ 
erally six coffins to one team. No m inister 
of God was there to pronounce blessings as 
the clods rattled down, except a few faith­ 
ful priests, w ho had follow ed som e m an­ 
gled representative o f their faith to their 
graves. 
A fact that heretofore has been over­ 
looked in the aw ful strain is the soiled 
condition of the corpses, fully one-third of 
those recovered having been so mangled, 
bruised or charred that identitication was 
im possible. 
A ll day long corpses were being buried 
below ground. 


U N ID EN TIFIED 
BODIES 
W ere grouped on the high h ill west o f the 
doomed city, where one epitaph m ust do 
for all, and that 
consisting of the solitary 
word, “U nknow n.” 
There are hundreds of 
these graves 
already, and each day w ill increase the 
number. 
The possibility ot identification 
dim inishes every hour. * Fires are raging 
over the tangled graves of hundreds, and 
the partial cremation of m any bodies is 
inevitable. 
Although the funerals of the m orning 
relieved the m orgues of their crush, before 
night they were as full o f the dead as 
ever. 
The enorm ity of the devastation wrought 
by the Coneinaugh 
flood is 
becom ing 
more and more apparent with everv effort 
of the laborers to resolve 


ORDER OUT OF CHAOS. 
Over a hundred m en have been all day en­ 
gaged in the effort to clear the narrow pas­ 
sage from the death bridge upward through 
the sea of debris that blocks the Cone­ 
m augh for nearly half a m ile. 
Every in ­ 
genuity known to man has been resorted 
to by this crew. 


TH E GIANT POWER OF DYNAMITE 
Has been brought into requisition, and at 
frequent intervals the roar o f the explo­ 
sions reverberated through the valley, and 
stones and logs would tly high iu the air. 
Gradually a few of the heaviest timbers 
were dem olished, and fragments were per­ 
mitted to float downward through the cen­ 
ter ai ch. 
At nightfall, however, the clear 
space above the bridge did not exceed an 
area of sixty feet in length and forty feet 
in width. 
W hen one reflects that fully 
twenty-five acre3 are to be cleared in this 
way, the task ahead seems an interm inable 
one. 
But there is no royal road, and if h u n ­ 
dreds or 


THOUSANDS OF BODIES 
Beneath the blackened rivers are to be re­ 
covered for Christian burial, the labor of 
to-day m ust be continued with increased 
vigor. 
There are m any conservative m inds that 
recommend the use of the torch in this 
work of clearing the river, but they are not 
am ong the sufferers, 
and 
when 
such 
counsels are heard by those whose wives, 
children, sisters or brothers rest beneath’ 
this tioatsam and jetsam, suggestions of 
cremation meet with a wild furor o f ob­ 
jection. 
It is only in deference to the un­ 
reasoning mandate of grief that the hercu­ 
lean labor of clearing the river by means 
of dynam ite and derrick is checked. There 
is no hope in calmer m inds that this task 
cm be pursued to the end. 
The progress of to-day is hardly discern- 
able, and ere two more days have elapsed 
there is little doubt that the emanations 
from the putrid bodies w ill have become 
so frightful as to drive the hardiest work­ 
men from the scene. 
U ntil that tim e ar­ 
rives, however, there is no hope that this 


GRIEF-STRICKEN POPULACE 
W ill abandon the cherished hope of again 
gazing upon the forms of their loved ones, 
whose lives went out in the fire and flood 
of the Conemaugh. 
The pleadings of the 
sanitarians and the logic of the engineers 
alike fail to find echo in the m inds of the 
grieving and afflicted, but in a few more 
days the sterner logic of nature w ill assert 
itself, and in the face of the im possibility 
of the task cremation w ill become a Chris­ 
tian duty. 


F E E D IN G T H E H U N G R Y . 


T h e C o m m issa ry S ta tio n A p p e a se s th e

J o h n s t o w n , June 5th.—At Commissary 
Station this m orning 15,000 were fed and 
000 fam ilies furnished with 
provisions. 
Five carloads o f clothing were distributed. 
N'ow almost every one is provided for. 
At the different registration places 18,000 
residents ot the devastated district have 
registered. 
The total population of this 
district was between 40,000 and 50.000. 
There were hundreds o f people waiting 
around the offices to have their nam es 
placed on the list of saved. 
It is thought 
that by to-morrow night S5 per cent, of the 
survivors w ill be registered. 
This morning 1,100 men arrived in charge 
of H on. W illiam Flinn, and by 11 o'clock 
they succeeded in doing more work at 
clearing away the debris than has been 
done heretofore. 
Seventy-five carpenters and tw enty car­ 
loads of provisions aiso came up. 
Another 
delegation of workmen came from Brad- 
dock, each man with tools, prepared to go 
to work immediately’. 
Thirty doctors arrived from Philadel­ 
phia this m orning. 
They were thanked 
for their w illingness to help, but their serv­ 
ices were declined from the fact that there 
are no sick to take care of. 
In the Pros­ 
pect Hospital, on the hill-top, there is not 
one patient. .

W illiam Flinn, a Pittsburg contractor, ar­ 
rive.! in the wrecked city this m orning 
and at once took charge of the 


ARMY OF LABORERS. 
In an interview he told of the work that 
has to be done, and the contractor's esti­ 
mates show more than anything else the 
chaotic condition of this city. 
“It will take 10,000 men thirty days to 
clear the ground so the streets are passable 
and the work 
of rebuilding cau be com­ 
m enced,” said he, “and I am at a loss 
to know how the work is to be done. This 
enthusiasm w ill soon die out, and volun­ 
teers w ill want to return hom e.

TAKE ALL SUMMER 
For m y m en alone to do what work is 
necessary. 
Steps m ust be taken, and at 
once, to furnish gangs of workm en, and to­

asking the different manufacturers o f the 
Ohio valley to take turns for a m onth or 
so in furnishing reliefs of workm en. These

Volunteers are doing noble work. Xearly 
every town in W estern Pennsylvania is 
represented by from 10 to 100 m en, and 
m any towns in O hio and New York also 
furnish their quota of laborers.

ANOTHER TOWN W IPED OUT. 
Mineral Point since last Friday has been 
com pletely cut off from the rest of the 
world. 
A reporter managed to get there 
to-day. and found it deserted. 
Out of a 
total of thirty-four houses, only seven are 
left, and these are on the m ountain side, 
out o f the flood’s leach. 
Not a single 
vestige of the houses swept away can be 
seen. 
The number of persons known to 
have been drowned is Sixteen. 


M IL L IO N S W IL L B E N E E D E D 


T o A v e rt C ru e l S u fferin g A m o n g th e V ic­ 
tim s o f th e F lo o d . 
J ohnstow n (Pa.), June 5th.—N otw ith­ 
standing the fact nearly every prominent 
city in the United States is raising funds for 
the relief of the Conemaugh sufferers, the 
wants of the hom eless and afflicted are far 
from being alleviated. 
A t the various re­ 
lief stations to-day the crowd of applicants 
was continuous from m orning until night, 
and m any of the needy were forced to wait 
in line for hours before their turn came 
and tneir little portion was allotted out to 
them. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars must 
pour into this stricken valley if suffering 
and privation are to be avoided. Thousands 
of people are hom eless, and in these de­ 
vastated homes thousands also lost their 
all. 
Labor and manufacturing of nearly every 
kind is at a stand-still in the valley and 
weeks or m onths m ust elapse before the 
Cambria Iron Works and other industrial 
institutions can possibly resume or give 
em ploym ent. 


T H E N E W JO HN STO Y V N . 


W h ite T e n ts W h e re S tood H u n d r e d s o f 
H a p p y H o m e s . 


J o h n s t o w n , June 5th.—T he appearance 
of Johnstown has changed greatly w ithin 
the past twenty-four hours. 
Now w hite 
tents cover the plain where formerly stood 
the houses. 
Thousands of m en are at 
w o.k clearing up the debris. 
As the bodies 
and scattered article* of value are recovered 
the wreckage is piled up and first burned. 
In this respect the valley is assum ing a less 
devastated condition. 


TH E 
CHARNEL-HOUSES. 
At the K ernville Presbyterian Church a 
remarkable state of affairs exists. 
The 
first floor has been washed out com pletely, 
and the second, w hile submerged, was 
badly damaged, but not ruined. The walls, 
floors and pews were drenched, and the 
m ud has collected on the m atting and car­ 
pets an inch deep. 
W alking is attended 
with much difficulty, and the undertakers 
and attendants, with their arms bared, 
slide 
about 
the 
slippery 
surface 
at 
tremendous rates. 
The chancel is filled 
w ith coffins, strips of m uslin, boards and 
all undertaking accessories. 
Lying across 
the tops of the pews are a dozen pine boxes, 
each containing a victim of the flood. 
Printed cards are tacked on each of them . 
The sex and a full description of the en­ 
closed body is written, with the name, if 
known. 


LUNCHING UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 
One of the m ost ghastly and nauseating 
sights to those unaccustomed to scenes of 
death is the lunching arrangement for the 
undertakers. 
These men are working so 
hard and conscientiously that they have 
no tim e for m eals, and huge boilers of 
steam ing coffee,'loaves of bread, dried beef 
and preserves are carried into the charnel- 
house and placed at the disposal o f the 
workers. 
A long comes one weary toiler, 
his sleeves rolled up, apron in front, and 
perspiring 
profusely, despite 
the 
cold, 
damp weather. 
H e 
has 
just finished 
washing a clam m y corpse, and has daubed 
it with cold water, manipulated it about on 
boards, and in the interval, before the body 
of another poor wretch is brought in, gets 
a cup of coffee and a sandwich and eats his 
lunch with a relish, setting his cup occa­ 
sionally beside the hideous face of a de­ 
com posing corpse, and totally oblivious to 
his horrible surroundings.

J o h n s t o w n , June 5th.—The 
Coroner's 
jury to-day proceeded to South Fork and 
investigated the cause of the breakage of 
the reservoir dam. 
W itnesses testified that slight breaks had 
appeared iu the dam several lim es in the 
past years, but had each tim e been clum sily 
repaired with straw, sticks and rubbish. 
The general impression is that the jnry 
w ill declare the Pittsburg F ishing Club, 
the owner of the reservoir, was guilty of 
gross negligence. In that event, m any suits 
for damages (against this m illionaire club 
will doubtless follow. 
The question of accident and fire insur­ 
ance is at present assum ing large propor­ 
tions here. 
The various insurance com ­ 
panies having policies in Johnstown are 
represented by their agents in large num ­ 
bers. 
E. E. Clapp, Superintendent of the 
Fidelity 
and Casualty 
Company, 
and 
Adrian 
Scharff, their Solicitor, are in 
town. 
In speaking of the canse of their 
presence, Scharff said: 
"W e have not a 
great m any policies here—only 200—and 
the am ount o f insurance does'not exceed 
$130.000. Our object in com ing here was 
to aid the sufferers. 
W e came armed with 
our draft book and were ready to liquidate 
all claim s at a m om ent's notice. 
W e find, 
however, that affairs are in such confusion 
that it is im possible to do anything. 
In 
m any cases w hole fam ilies are wiped out 
o f existence, and beneficiaries reside at 
such a distance that com munication with 


them cannot be had at once. 
But m oney 
is practicallv valueless in this place at 
present, as far as securing com modities 
with it is concerned.”

H u n t in g t o n (P a .\ June 5th.—Late news 
from the suburban districts o f this countv 
just received shows that the destruction to 
property by the flood is infiniteiv greater 
than flrst reported. 
The waters are receding and couriers 
have arrived bearing news of the unpre­ 
cedented flood from Bedford to H unting­ 
ton, on the Roystown branch, and on to 
Lewistown, on the Juniata river. 
The 
devastation is greatest in central Pennsyl­ 
vania. except, of course, at Johnstow n. 
Not a house is left that stood w ithin reach 
of the sw ollen stream here. 
The damage 
to property will reacli $500,000, w hile other 
towns in the county have suffered corre­ 
spondingly. 
A t M apletown the im m ense tannery of 
L. A . Roberts was damaged to the extent 
of $200,000, and the loss to other property 
w ill reach $100,000 more. 
The Pow ell fur­ 
nace at Saxton sustained a loss of $300,000, 
and at that place both railroad bridges were 
swept away, leaving railroad com m unica­ 
tion with Bedford cut off. 
For a distance of three m iles below here 
tour m iles of the Pennsylvania tracks are 
destroyed, with bridges gone at M anavunk 
and Lewiston, the latter having gone down 
during the heavy storm of last night. 
Growing crops in the low lands were de­ 
stroyed, and in Sm ith’s valley, this county, 
farming lands com prising an "area of twelve 
by two mile* have been stripped of everv 
vestige of soil. 
A s far as known, 300 
bouses have been destroyed in this county. 
Three families, comprising sixteen persons, 
living on the Roystown branch, are m iss­ 
ing, and it is feared they have been swept 
away with their hom es.

C h ic a g o , J une 5th.—The evening Journal 
says : There is trouble in the ranks of the 
Brotherhood o f Locomotive 
Engineers. 
Chiet Arthur is a candidate for re-electiou, 
ami as such has been m aking a quiet can­ 
vass of the various Lodges of the Brother­ 
hood. 
Last week a secret m eeting tor this 
purpose was held in the city w ith upward 
of two hundred members present, and with 
their defeat by the “Q," m om entarily ex­ 
pected, a reduction of wages on the Santa 
Fe and the recent discharge by the Alton of 
a large number o f Brotherhood m en, fresh 
in their m inds, they were not at all satisfied 
with the Chief’s optim istic views. 
Spccb, a member of the General Griev­ 
ance Committee, addressing Chief Arthur, 
said : “ A reduction ot wages is expected 
to_ be made before long on a number of 
W estern roads. 
Such action we do not 
propose to accept, because we do not believe 
it justified. 
We therefore desire to know 
whether, in the even of a reduction being 
ordered despite our opposition, you would 
sanction a strike ?” 
Chief Arthur did not like the question, 
but saw there was no help for it, and said : 
" Under no condition of circumstances of 
which I can conceive shall I sanction an­ 
other strike.” 
“ But, sir,” said the «questioner, “ suppose 
a reduction of wages should occur on the 
Union Pacific system , where the Brother­ 
hood is so strongly equipped as to obtain 
the granting of everything thev ask, would 
not you authorize a strike to resist it ?’’ 
W ithout a 
m om ent's 
hesitation, the 
Chief rep lied: 
“ No, sir: I would not. 
I 
trust, I believe that no reduction of wages 
is to be made, but should there be and the 
m en follow my advice they w ill accept the 
reduction. 
I shall never sanction another 
strik e!” 
Chief Arthur stopped, and the meeting 
adjourned. 
Murmurs of discontent have 
been heard ever since. 
It was known that 
the Chief had a strong dislike for strikes, 
but that his conservatism was so extrem e 
as his speech showed it to be was never 
dreamed.

Bie- 
linger to approxim ate his timber culture 
entry, No. 429, for the south h alf of the 
northeast quarter, and lot 4, section 4, 
township 24 north, ranee 39 east, contain­ 
ing nearly 183 acres, Spokane Falls D is­ 
trict, W ashington Territory. 
Secretary Noble has affirmed the deci­ 
sion of the Land Commissioner in reject­ 
ing the claim of the Northern Pacific R ail­ 
road to a tract of land in the Bozeman 
Land District of Montana, on which John 
Flaherty had sufficient claim to exem pt it 
from the com pany’s grant. 
Chandler has

be provided for, given a new start in life, 
so far as shelter and comfort are con­ 
cerned ; th at is, in part at least, put upon 
their feet again ; hut, of course, not given 
business capital.

the larder and put rude comfort into the 
closet until these stricken men can avail of 
revived industry to become wage-earners 
again? Shall we cease in the doing of good 
w ith the giving of a loaf and the tossing of 
ablanket to the sufferers? Surely not. If we 
are to help these people truly, we must 
hold them up awhile until their ability to 
help themselves is somewhat restored. 
W inter will he upon them long before 
th eir towns can he rebuilt, their purses 
again feel the weight of a little coin, or 
th eir families be well housed and pro­ 
vided for against the days of cold and 
hardship. 
In such good work as that, the 
putting up of som ething to serve as roof 
trees for the stricken families, that will he 
the nucleus around which they can engage 
in the restoration of their homes, the peo­ 
ple can employ some millions of dollars.

T h e sending of an election rough to 
State Prison from 
San 
Francisco for 
a deadly assault committed upon an elec­ 
tion officer who disputed his right to vote 
the name of another person may prove a 
wholesome check upon the class of ruffians 
who are hired by the bosses to intimidate 
voters and browbeat election guardians. 
We need more of the rugged virtue of the 
San Francisco Court that did not fear the 
element that dominates in some of the 
voting precincts of that city. 
The land­ 
ing of a large group of these law-breakers 
in the penitentiary will do much good in 
the way of encouraging resistance to the 
hired bruisers who are so active at elec­ 
tions. 


T h e G a lt Gazette expresses belief th at 
the Press Association recently formed in 
this city can be made the instrum ent of 
infinite good. 
W e so believe also. 
I t is 
not too early to ask our brethren of the 
interior press to now so write tlieir engage­ 
ments th at the m eeting of September, 
which will he the first working assembly 
of the Association, will he a large and an 
extended one. W ith newspaper men there 
is too much of a disposition to haste of 
deliberation in such bodies.

G overxor Boss recently made a speech 
at F ort W orth in which lie outlined the 
wonderful progress made by Texas since 
the war. 
T he oration clearly discloses 
th a t the cause of the progress of which 
Texans are so proud was the acceptance by 
them of the conclusions of the war and the 
bending of the energies of the people to 
the development of the resources of the 
country. 
T here has been the minimum 
of attention paid to the politics of the sec­ 
tion and the fears of social inequality and 
domination, and the m axim um of industry 
devoted to inviting desirable im migrants 
and money investments. T hat alone is the 
secret of the great success of Texas. 


We renew the request to all parents and 
guardians to send to this office the names 
of children in the city between the ages of 
5 and 17, whom they have reason to be­ 
lieve have not been enrolled in the recent 
school census taken in this city. 
It is the 
purpose of the R ecord-U xion to ascer­ 
tain, as closely as is possible, how many 
children have been omitted from the cen­ 
sus report to the Board of Education. The 
city is entitled to draw money from the 
State school fund in proportion to the 
number of its children between the ages 
stated. 
There is a reported falling off of 
nearly fifteen hundred since last vear. 
If 
this is true, it follows that the census of 
last year was false, or else th a t of this year 


was poorly taken. 
There may lie some 
tru th on both sides. 
\\ e have informa­ 
tion already that the questions asked at 
homes were often inadequate to develop 
th e fact the law requires to be ascertained. 
W e therefore solicit the co-operation of all 
parents and guardians to enable the truth 
t > he arrived at. 
In reporting names not 
taken, it is essential that the street, and, if 
possible, the street number he given. 
We 
have already received some memoranda 
w ith names only. 
W ithout the specifica­ 
tions asked for, the difficulty of searching 
the records is augmented and delaved. 


T h e San Francisco Bulletin refer to the 
apparent falling off' in the number of cen­ 
sus children in Sacramento, and asks if, 
indeed, we have lieen preying upon the 
State fund in tiie past. 
The Bulletin has 
these many years been opposed to the svs- 
tem of apportioning the school funds. 
If 
it could have had it» way, it would long 
since have made every county and district 
stand alone in this matter. It has always 
refused to see the wisdom, the justice and 
the farsightedness of the system that makes 
the educational scheme one for the whole 
State,irres| ectiveof the wealth or poverty, 
the sparsity or the plenitude of population 
in any district. 
Naturally, therefore, we 
read between the lines of the Bulletin* in- 


T iie San Francisco Alta says “the prize 
pupil is becoming a nuisance.” 
W e con­ 
cur. 
There should be a regulation pre­ 
venting in the public schools any compet­ 
itive contests th at stim ulate in one direc­ 
tion and discourage in another. 
The 
cause of education is best conserved by 
non-publicity at least, of the peculiar 
smartness of this or th at pupil. Certainly, 
the public schools should not 
be used 
means for the free advertising of a news­ 
paper, as is now the case in San F ran­ 
cisco. 


T h e President’s speech at the W ashing­ 
ton mass meeting to provide relief for the 
Pennsylvania sufferers, was a deliverance 
full of hum an sym pathy and generous 
feeling. 
The expression, “ It is in such 
fires as these that the brotherhood of man 
is welded,” is rich in suggestion. 
Xot less 
beautiful was his sentence, “ W hen such a 
calamitous visitation visits this country, 
we can do no more than pu t about the 
dark picture the golden border of love and 
charitv.” 


T h e r e is a conflict of authority in the 
Sharon-H ill case. 
The Superior Court of

PERSON'S MAY SELL WATER FOR 
THAT PURPOSE. 


So S ays th e S u p rem e C o u rt—A D is­ 
sen tin g O pinion F ile d by C h ief 
J u stic e B eatty. 


The Supreme Court has decided, in the 
case of the county of Yuba vs. Thomas 
Cloke, that it is not unlawful for a per­ 
son 
owning 
or 
controlling 
a 
water 
privilege 
to 
sell 
water to 
other per­ 
sons 
for 
use in 
operating 
hydraulic 
mines. 
In the case referred to the plaintiff 
sought to restrain defendant from selling 
water to be used in hydraulic mining, and 
obtained a tem porary injunction. Defend­ 
ant attem pted to have the injunction dis­ 
solved, his motion was refused, and he ap­ 
pealed to the Suprem e Court. The opinion 
of the latter was written by Justice Works, 
and Justices M cFarland, Thornton, P atter­ 
son and Sharpstein concur, Chief Justice 
Beatty dissenting. The position of the 
Court (and of the dissenting Chief Justice) 
could be very briefly stated, but as the de­ 
cision affects a large district, the following 
full extracts are given for the benetit of the 
m any persons interested in the m atter at 
issue. After quoting the complaint in the 
case, the Court proceeds : 
The prayer of the complaint is, in sub­ 
stance, that the defendant be enjoined and 
restrained from furnishing or selling to 
persons, companies, or corporations, or to 
any or either of them, water to be used by 
the hydraulic m ining process, or by any 
hydraulic m ining process by which there 
may be dumped or washed into Bear river, 
or any of its forks or tributaries, anv tail­ 
ings, cobbles, gravel, etc. 
The defendant answered, adm itting his 
representative capacity and the ownership 
and control of the water, but denying, so 
far as his knowledge extended, that the 
water was used for hydraulic mining, or 
for any other unlawful purposes. 
The Court holds that it is not averred in 
the complaint, in direct terms, and it can­ 
not be inferred from any of the facts stated, 
that defendant sold the 
water with a 
knowledge that it 
w a s to be used in such 
m anner as to work injury to the property 
of plaintiff. The csm plaint presents the 
sole question w hether a party can be en­ 
joined from selling water to a person en­ 
gaged in the business of hydraulic m ining 
without reference to the question whether 
such m ining is to be carried on in such way 
as to work injury to others or not. Itseem s 
to us it m ust be conceded that the business 
of hydraulic m ining is not within itself 
unlawful or necessarily injurious to otheis. 
The unlawful nature of the business re­ 
sults fiom the m anner in which itis c ir - 
ried on, and the neglect of parties engaged 
th rr in to properly care for the debris re­ 
sulting therefrom, whereby it is allowed to 
follow the stream, and eventually cause in ­ 
jury to property situated below. ' If this be 
true, giving full effect to all of the allega­ 
tions of the complaint, it does not show 
t lat the appellant was engaged in an un- 
liw ful business, or one injurious to the 
public or the respondent. The sale of tne 
water is lawful and cannot be enjoined. 
The business of hydraulic mining, properly 
conducted, is lawful, and, therefore, the 
sale of water for that purpose cannot be 
enjoined. It would be a rem arkable doc­ 
trine, it seems to us, that a party furnish­ 
ing material to another, to be used in con­ 
ducting a lawful business, could be held 
for damages, if said business be improperly 
conducted, or be enjoined on the ground 
that such business will beso conducted as 
to work injury to others. 
Counsel ior respondent rely upon Wood­ 
ruff vs. North Bloomfield Mining Company 
(9 tiawyer, 441). 
We do not question the 
correctness of the case cited, but it does 
not meet the point presented here. There 
the defendant was him self engaged in the 
business of hydraulic mining and in sup­ 
plying the water therefor, for him self and 
others, and it appeared that the business of 
said partiis, including the defendant, was 
being conducted in such a way as to 
am ount to a public and private nuisance. 
The marked difference between that case 
and the one before ns is that the defend­ 
ant was shown to be directly connected 
with the wrongful and injurious act com­ 
plained of. H ere he was not. If the par­ 
ties to whom the water was sold have 
brought themselves w ithin the rule, as laid 
down by the learned Judge in the case of 
Woodruff vs. North Bloomfield Mining 
Company, the remedy of respondent is 
against them , and not against the appel­ 
lant. We see no good reason for bolding 
that an injured party may pass by those 
who work the injury complained of, and 
attack one who has, in a lawful way, sold 
them a part of the material to carry on 
their work, and that, too, when the busi­ 
ness for which the material is sold is in 
itself lawful. 
Numerous cases are cited to the effect 
that one who demises his property for the 
purpose of having it used in such* a way 
as to prove offensive to others, may him ­ 
self be treated as the author of the mis­ 
chief, but these cases bear no analogy to 
the one at bar. This is not a case of per­ 
mitting one's property to be used for an 
im proper purpose, injurious to others, but 
of a sale of property which is put to an im ­ 
proper use alter it passes from the seller’s 
control. 
For the reasons stated the com plaint did 
not state a cause of action, and the order 
refusing to dissolve the injunction was er­ 
roneous for that reason. 
* 
* 
The 
order appealed from is reversed. 
THE DISSENTING OPINIOX. 
Chief Justice Beatty in dissenting from 
the opinion says: The opinion and judg­ 
ment of the Court are based upon the pro­ 
positions “ that the business of hvdraulic 
mining, properly conducted, is law fu l; 
that the business of hydraulic ininingisnot 
within itself unlawful 
or injurious to 
o th ers, that the unlawful nature of the 
business results from the m anner in which 
it is carried on. and the neglect of parties 
engaged therein to properly care tor the 
debris resulting the-efrom, whereby it is 
allowed to follow the stream and eventu­ 
ally cause injury to 
property situated 
below," etc. It may be that there is a law­ 
ful and harmless method of mining bv the 
hydraulic process, one in which the miners 
do properly care for the debris resulting 
therefrom, so as to prevent it following the 
stream and damaging property below, but 
nothing of the sort appears from or is con­ 
sistent with the allegations of the com­ 
plaint in this case. 
The plaintiff describes the hydraulic pro­ 
cess as one that is plainly, distinctly and 
inevitably injurious and unlaw ful—one by 
which immense quantities of debris are de­ 
posited in and cArried down the natural 
beds of the streams, on o rn ear the banks 
of which it is conducted—one in which the* 
miners take no csre of the debris, but allow 
it to be carried down the streann to and 
upon the lands below. The complain t does 
not describe or sugges' the p< ssibility ot 
any other process of hydraulic mining. 
It 
charges that the miners along Bear river 
are mining in the m anner described and 
that defendant is selling water to be used 
as aforesaid. 
It does in inv opinion clearly show that 
the defendant is delivering water to the 
miners to be used for an unlaw ful purpose 
injurious to the plaintiff, and with full 
knowledge, undersianding and intent that 
it shall be sonsed. 
The order appealed from was proper and 
should be affirmed.

Section 1. Every parent, guardian or other 
person in the State of California having con­ 
trol and charge of any child or children be­ 
tween the ages of 8 and 14 years, shall be re­ 
quire il to send any such child or children to the 
pub ic school fora period of at least two-thirds 
of the time during which a public school shall 
be tnught in each city, or city and county, or 
school district, in each school year, commenc­ 
ing on the 1st day of July. A.'D. 1874, at least 
twelve weeks of which shall be consecutive, 
unless such child or children arc excused from 
such attendance by the Board of Education of 
the city, or city ami county, or of the Trustees 
of the school district in which such parents or 
guardians or other persons reside, upon it being 
shown to their satisfaction that his or her bodily 
or menta! condition has been suchas to prevent 
attendance at school or application to study for 
the period required, or that the parents or 
guardians are extremely poor or sick, or that 
such child or children arc taught in a private

Let us suppose nine-tenths of all 
the homes in Sacramento suddenly de­ 
stroyed, and the necessity we eau fancy we 
should feel for money assistance 
TO GET A GRIP UPON THE WORLD 
Again, will enable us to form some idea 
of the need of the stricken people of 
the Conemaugh valley and its ten or fif­ 
teen destroyed towns. No one should be 
reluctant to write a line upon the relief 
list because he is not able to give largely. 
The small sum freely given, and according 
to the measure of ability, is as blessed as 
the greater. Our contemporary, the Bee, 
ot last evening, said : 
The fund opened in the Record-UniOn office 
for the relief of the Johnstown sufferers at 5 
o'clock this afternoon had reached the sum of 
(1.591 93.

The idea is to 
give a concert of varied character, and full of 
entertainment, to which there shall not 
attach a dollar of expense. MayorGregory 
has consented, if it is gotten up, to act as 
door keeper or as cashier in the box-office, 
or in any wav to aid the cause. 8nd other 
prominent citizens will assist as ushers, 
ricket-takers, etc This evening, at Armory 
Hall, Dr. Putnam will lecture to men only 
for the bentit of the Pennsylvania suflerers. 
All expenses have been donated and the 
entire receipts will be accounted for and 
turned over for the purpose indicated. 
POLICE COURT. 
Two SeKrtiouM K eiiulrfd to Dispose of the 
Calendar. 
Morning and afternoon sessions of the 
Police Court were held yesterday. At the 
early session M. Callahan and James Bren­ 
nan were enabled to honestly say they had 
not been drunk, and the Judge gave each a 
sentence of $5, or five days in the City 
Prison. 
G McGafTby had left a deposit of $5 for 
his appearance in Court to answer to the 
charge of drunkenness, but tailing to ma 
terializ-* when his name was called, the 
money was declared to be the joint prop­ 
erty of the Cleik and the city.

NOTHING TO CONCEAL" 
Supervisor Tebbets Discusses the A dver­ 
tising Ouesttou. 
Meeting a reporter of this paper last 
evening. Dr. Tebbets, Chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors, said : “ I see the 
Bee pretends to think that the Supervisors, 
or some of the members, have something 
they wish to conceal from the public. I 
wish you would say that, so far as I am 
concerned—and, I think, so far as any 
other member of the Board is concerned— 
there isn't a word of truth in the charge. 
We simply did not intend to be forced into 
doing advertising that was not necessary.” 
Chairman Tebbets went on to explain 
his action in leaving the Board-room on 
Tuesday while the matter of advertising 
the financial statement was up. He stated 
that himself and Supervisor Bates were 
called out by a Deputy SheriiT to count the 
prisoners, as the chain-gang returned from 
its labors. He challenged any one to prove 
that he had not always been in favor of 


publishing a full statement of the county's J 
financial affairs. The purpose of Mr. Bates I 
in moviDg that the matter be published in ' 
the Galt Gazette was to avoid the heavy 
expense of publishing it in the two daily 
papers, and he (Tebbets) voted for it for 
the same reason. He said that ever since 
he became a member of the Board he had 
used his influence toward giving the Bee 
all the advertising patronage he possibly 
could, and the attack made upon him by 
that paper he regarded as doubly ungrate­ 
ful because based upon a false assumption 
of facts. 


SCHOOL MATTERS. 


TO FAKEJÍTS. 
T he School Censúa—Tli© “ Record-Union** 
A rk* for Inform ation. 
Yesterday the R ecord-U nion requested 
all parents or guardians in the city to send 
to this office a memoranda of any names 
of children, between 5 and 17 years of age, 
that they have reason to believe were not 
entered in the recent school census. The 
purpose is to ascertain if possible if the 
shrinkage of several hundred names is due 
to errors by the late Census Marshals, or to 
the census of last year having been exag­ 
gerated. It is to the interest of ail tax-pay- 
ers to have the full number of children of 
school age reported, as the city draws State 
school money according to the number of 
children reported. 
The R ecord-U nion 
intends to ascertain just what the facts are. 
It urges the people therefore to send postal 
cards to this office notifying us of any 
cases where they believe children were not 
enrolled by the Census Marshal, that 
representatives of this journal ¡¡ may 
examine the census reports and discover 
if errors have been made. It will be neces­ 
sary to give the street and number of the 
residence and the name and age of the 
child in every case. A moment's time on 
the part of those interested will possibly 
result in a great public service being done. 
The R ecord U nion received yesterday no­ 
tice of seventeen names claimed to have 
been omitted. In some cases it is charged 
that the Marshals did not fully state their 
business and were not. therefore, given the 
proper information. For instance, in three 
cases the census-taker asked at the doors, 
“Are there any children here?” A servant 
girl in one replied “No,” yet there was a 
lad nearly 17 in the family. The girl did 
not regard him as a child. No inquiry 
was made for either head of the house. In 
another case the question was asked, "How 
many children are in this hcrase ?” The 
reply was “None,” because the housewife 
did not know the purpose of the stranger 
at her door. 
A W ord to the Street Com m isioner. 
The lollowing communication comes 
from a J street merchant and is addressed 
to the Street Commissioner: 
“ Why, in the name of goodness, don’t 
you have the sprinkling carts out during 
the day and settle this intolerable dust ? 
All this blessed day we have kept a man 
dusting our store, and still everything is 
covered as fast as dusted oil'. I should 
think that at least two of the carts could 
sprinkle J and K streets during the day 
and save the merchants much trouble and 
expense, or shall we have to club together 
and have it done at our own expense, as 
we have been doing in paying private 
watchmen to watch our stores, when the 
city employs twenty-five policemen to do 
that duty.” 
Cool anil D elightful. 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperature yesterday, says Sergeant Bar- 
wick, were 78° and 56°, with fresh to 
brisk southerly winds and steady ba­ 
rometer and cloudless skies until latein the 
day, wfien clouds came up. The highest 
and lowest for the same date last year was 
78° and 53°, with fresh to brisk southerly 
winds and weather partly cloudy. 
The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago to-day (the 6th) was 74° and 50°, 
with gentle to fresh southerly winds and 
partly cloudy weather.

The City Board of Education held a spe­ 
cial meeting last evening for the purpose 
of investigating the reasons for the falling 
off in the returns of the census enrolment, 
the Marshals being cited to appear. 
J. F. Slater, the Census Marshal of the 
First District, was the first to be examined, 
and E. M. Martin, being the Director from 
that district, did the work. He had a list 
of names of about a dozen children, whom 
he had found were not enrolled, and the 
first question propounded was: “Why 
have you not Mr. McKee's boy on the 
roll?” 
A satisfactory answer was not given, and 
Martin then named several others living 
within a radius of three blocks from his 
house, whose names had not been taken. 
His own boy’s name was not on the roll, 
neither were three of D. J. Simmons’ chil­ 
dren, and another child, by the name of 
Hennessy, had been missed. Only one out 
of J. H. Glide’s family was enrolled, when, 
in fact, there were four children between 
the ages of 5 and 17 years. 
Mr. Martin mentioned others still, and 
said that if given time he would bring in 
at least thirty more names of children who 
had not been enrolled, and all of these he 
conld find in the immediate vicinity of his 
residence. He said he bore no malice 
against Mr. Slater, the Marshal, but he did 
want to know the reason why the canvass 
had nor been more thorough. 
In response, Mr. Slater said fie had done 
his work as carefully as possible, but for 
one day and a half he had another party 
take his place. He had personally visited 
the residence of Mr. Glide, and had been 
informed that there was but one child 
within the required age. In answer to a 
question as to the reason he had not visited 
W. J. Kavanaugh’s residence, he said he 
knew that gentleman’s children were over 
17 years of age. 
“ Well,” said Mr. Martin, “ they are but 
two months over that age, and I don t see 
how you could guess so well.” 
Mr. Slater made no reply. 
James C. Kelly, the Census Marshal of 
the Second District, voluntarily made a 
statement, explaining the manner in which 
he had made the canvass, and it appeared 
quite satistactory to all. As a side issue,, 
he said he had approached a child in a 
yard, and seeing a ladv near he asked 
where the parents were. 'T he lady said she 
did not know, and he went over to the gro­ 
cery store across the street and asked if 
they knew where the child lived. “ Why, 
yes,” said the grocery man,” the little one 
lives right where you saw her, and that’s 
her mother standing near bv.” 
The Census Marshal had probably been 
taken for a water collector or some other 
meddlesome and annoying person. 
C. H. Denton, the Marshal of the Third 
District, sent in a communication stating 
that he could not jiossibly be present. He 
submitted a diagram showing how he per­ 
formed his work. 
Albert Hart, of the Fourth District, was 
not called upon. 
The question then arose, “What shall we 
do?” 
Chairman Todd said that if he under­ 
stood the law rightly, the matter of reject­ 
ing or receiving the returns of the Census 
Marshals was in the hands of the Superin­ 
tendent. 
Director Martin said *hat if such was the 
case, the Directors had better quit and have 
nothing to say. He then moved that the 
Marshais be paid their salaries ($75 each), 
and the motion was carried unanimously. 
Superintendent Beard stated that before 
he would accept the returns the name of 
every child of proper age would be on 
them. 
Thus the matter dropped, and now lies 
wholly with the Superintendent of Schools. 
A NEW GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 
Director Todd then submitted to the Board 
a plan for a grammar sphool building, from 
architect Hamilton. The structure would 
contain eight rooms, aud cost $12,000. He 
thought this was too much money, and if 
they had to buy property on which' to erect 
the building, the amount would far exceed 
what they are able to pay. He estimated 
that a lot 130 feet square would cost at 
least $5,000, in the localitv in which it was 
desired to build the school. 
Director Skelton was in favor of selling 
the Perry Seminary, and thought they 
ought to be able to get at the least $11.000 
for it. 
All of the Directors, excepting Davis, 
agreed that it was a burden on the city aud 
ought to be disposed of. 
Director Davis thought differently, and 
suggested that the building be kept for 
some time yet, as it is a good location and 
would command a high price some day. 
The roll was called' as to whether or not 
the building should be sold, and all voted 
aye excepting Davis. 
As the Board would have to be unani­ 
mous on a question of this kind, there will 
be nothing further done iu the matter at 
present. 
NEW SIDEWALKS. 
It was ordered that bids for building a 
sidewalk around the Sixteenth and N 
street school be advertised for. Bids will 
be received for the bituminous rock pave­ 
ment, the artificial stone walk and the 
common wooden walk. 
EIGHT-DOLLAR FLAG-STAFFS. 
Director Chipman, who had been on a 
committee to purchase flag poles for the 
schools, stated that he could not get them 
for $6, as had been insinuated. Thev would 
probably cost about $8 apiece—that is, a 
pole sixteen feet long. They would have 
to be given three coats of paint, fitted with 
ropes and pulleys, and a bronze ball for 
each would have to be purchased. All this 
would make the expense per stall nearly $s. 
Director Martin said he could get the 
whole thing for $3 each. 
Director Cbipman replied that he (Mar­ 
tini had better take the contract, and see 
how he would come out. 
Upon a vote, Mr. Chipman was given 
power to purchase poles at as reasonable a 
rate as he could, Martin voting no. 
It is understood that private citizens are 
to present the flags which will ornament 
the stalls, and they will be ready to be dis­ 
played on July 4th.

Last year's colts will be in training by 
August, to determine which ones shall 
stay on the turf and which relegated to the 
plow or street car. After being tried, of 
course those that do not show up satis­ 
factorily would not be entered ; whereas, 
if the stakes were now open, forleit money 
wonid be put up by their owners. 
Whatever place the State Board may 
select in which to hold its spring meetings, 
the choice must be made before manv 
weeks, in order that the stakes may be for­ 
mulated and entries called for. The State 
Board is desirous of holding these annual 
meetings here in Sacramento, and in order 
to settle the matter—as far as this city is 
concerned—it has asked the city Board of 
Trade to guarantee that the remaining 
$2,500 shall be paid in by the 1st of next 
February. An answer is expected in a day 
or two, and it would seem that there is but 
one thing for the Board to do, and that is 
to guarantee the money. There can be no 
doubt of its ability to raise that sum before 
February next, and its guarantee would 
settle the matter and start the enterprise at 
once. It is to be hoped that the members 
of the Board, as shrewd business men, will 
see the advantage of such timely action.

Gn yesterday afternoon pitcher Hapeman 
of the Sacramento CJub, who had been sus­ 
pended for insubordination, applied to 
Managers Gillis and George to be released 
from his contract. H is request was no sooner 
made than denied, and Hapeman went 
away without any satisfaction. It is un­ 
derstood that he received letters from Fres­ 
no and Colorado yesterday, both offering 
employment to him. The nmnager of the 
club in the former place says Hapeman can 
own the town if he will only come down 
there. The other communication is from 
Colorado Springs, and it contains an offer 
of $125 a month and expenses to play there. 
It is said this offer is from the Denver Club. 
Hapeman cannot play ball there, however, 
until he secures his release from the Sac­ 
ramentos, as the Denver club is a party to 
the National agreement.

G rass V alley, Ju n e 5th.—This m orning 
a reporter went down in tc ’the Idaho mine 
shait with a rescuing p*rty. A t 7:30 the 
bulkhead below the eight hundred-foot 
level was removed, and the cage w ith lights 
was lowered to half way between the nine 
hundred and ten hundred levels. The 
cage rem ained at that f oint more than one 
m inute, tbc lights still burning. Im m edi­ 
ately a party of three w ent on the cage to 
w ithin thirty feet of the nine hundred-foot 
level, and had to be hoisted back in haste, 
as the sm oke and gac began to pour out of 
the nine hundred-foot level into the main 
shafts. The lights were extinguished by 
the gas. and the m en were in great danger. 
t.tpenlng the m ine seems to have started 
the fire atresh, and the m ine was ordered 
to be again closed, w hich was done im m e­ 
diately. There is no possible chance for 
any breathing thing to live in the Idaho 
m ine for one m inute, and all hopes of res­ 
cuing D unstan and Ralph have beeu aban­ 
doned. 
THE LATEST PARTICULARS. 
G rass V a lley, Ju n e 5th.—This morning 
at the Idaho m ine chief engineer Thomas 
Iiunley and engineers Richard Dunstan 
and John I’enheli were on duty. 
At 7:30 
a . m . a rescuing party consisting of fore­ 
m an John Carter, shift bossses Richard 
Curtis, Joel Andrews and W illiam 
R. 
Thom as, and Joseph Rowe, Alfred Argali, 
Richard Eva, W illiam Bowden, Janies 
Jam es, John Martin, Joseph H arry, Cap­ 
tain John W illiam s and John Oliver went 
to the bulkhead in the m ain shaft, below 
the SOO-level, and removed the bulkhead. 
A t 8:30 a. m. the cage, with the lights on it, 
was lowered to a point half-way between the 
'900-level and the 1,000-level. The cage 
was stopped at the point for a m inute or so 
an d hoisted back to the SGu-level, where 
the men were stationed. It was found that 
th e lights burned at the lowest point 
reached by tha cage. 
Im m ediately W illiam Curtis, Alfred A r­ 
gali and Captain Jack W illiam s w ent to 
w ithin thirty feet of the 900-foot level on 
the cage, anil they had to im m ediately ring 
back, as the sinoke and gas were pouring 
out of the 900-foot level. T heir lights were 
put out and the men were in great danger. 
After this, foreman Carter, shift boss 
Curtiss and Captain Jack W illiam s came 
up on top and had a hurried conversation 
with 
chief 
engineer 
Dunley, and 
it 
was 
concluded to again bulkhead the 
m ain shaft and stop the air from going into 
"the m ine. This work was ordered to be 
■done and a force of m iners went at it im ­ 
m ediately. 
The smoke pouring out of the 900-foot 
level into the m ain shaft showed that let­ 
ting the air into the m ine had started up 
the fire afresh this morniDg. 
Captain Jack W illiams, who was among 
the most daring and heroic of the rescuers, 
stated in the presence of the telegraph re­ 
porter that if they knew exactly where to 
place their hands on Thomas Dunstan 
and John Ralph, the two men in the mine, 
there is no possibility of reaching them at 
present. 
The smoke and gas are now 
m uch worse in the m ine than when the 
iast rescuing party was driven out at 2 
o’clock last Tuesday morning. 
It is the intention to fill the mine with 
carbonic acid gas, which will be developed 
in the m ain shaft. 
To do this a tank is to 
be placed on a platform that is in the 
shaft, a little below the 800 level. In the 
tank quick-lime will be placed and then 
sulphuric acid will be mixed in with the 
lime. The carbonic acid gas of the lime is 
released or set free by the action of the 
acid on the lime. Sufficient of the mater­ 
ials will be placed in to give out gas 
enough to fill the mine. W hen the m ater­ 
ials are put in the tank those who put it in 
will get out of there in a big hurry. 
The m ine will be closed until the new 
gas has done its work. The plan is now 
being carried out. and the tank has been 
sent down into the m ine. 
The Messrs. 
Coleman have sent for professional divers 
from San Francisco and they will arrive 
here in the morning. They will come 
w ith subm arine arm or and go into the 
m ine and try to stop the flames.

June 5th.—At a meeting of Amer­ 
icans held to-day at the United States Lega­ 
tion to express the sym pathy of the A m er­ 
icans in Paris with the Johnstow n suf­ 
ferers, the rooms of the Legation were 
densely packed and m any went away un­ 
able to gain admittance. 
U nited Stales M inister Reid presided. 
Among the resolutions adopted expressing 
sym pathy was the following: 
That as American citizens we congratulate 
them upon and thank them for their numerous 
acts of noble heroism, displayed under circum­ 
stances calculated to unnerve the 1-rave. 
Es­ 
pecially do we admire them for the capacity 
shown for local self-government, upon which 
the stability ot Republican Institutions depends. 
Military organizitious sent from distant points 
to preserve order during the chaos that super­ 
vened returned to their homes as no longer re­ 
quired within forty-eight hours of the calamity. 
In these few hours civil power recreated and as­ 
serted itself, and resumed sway without the aid 
ot counsel from distan: authority, but solelr by 
and trom the inherent power which remained 
in the people of Johnstown themselves. 
Brief and touching speeches were made 
by General Layton, late Minister to Aus­ 
tria, Abram S. H ew itt and others. A com­ 
m ittee was appointed to receive subscrip­ 
tions, and about $2,000 was subscribed on 
the spot. 
The American
